Interest In Local Contests 


Contests with particular local 
interest are expected to lure a 
good percentage of Andover’s 
11,653 eligible voters to the polls 
in Tuesday’ s state election. 


While. Repiiblieam, and Denio- * ~~ 
cratic town committees are work- 
ing for endorsement of U.S, Senate 
and state constitutional office can- 
didates, local interest centers on 
representative races in the 13th 
and 17th Essex districts and inthe 
Fourth Senatorial district, of which 
Andover is a new member. 

In the 18th district, which is 
made up of Precincts one, five 
and six of Andover and allof North 
Andover, Rep. Paul W. Cronin is 
being challenged by James P, 
Hurrell of North Andover. Cronin 
has been serving in the House since 
1967. Hurrell had served aterm in 
the legislature and was defeated 
by Cronin in 1968, : following re- 
districting. 

In the 17th district which in- 
cludes precincts two and four in 
Andover with the Tower Hill sec- 
tion, or Ward five, in Lawrence, 
incumbent Lawrence P, Smith is 
being contested by William G, 
Arvanitis. 

Arvanitis, a Lawrence school 
teacher, was nominatedon stickers 
as a Republican, in the September 
primary. Smith has served for 
many years andis currently chair- 
man of the committee on counties 
in the House. 

In the Fourth Senatorial district, 


Sen. William X, Wall, faces Atty. 
Helen M. Comeau of Andover. The 
district is new this year andplaces 
Andover in withLawrence, Tewks- 
bury and Billerica, Sen. James P. 


Rurak who still serves North An- 
dover, was redistricted out of An-, 
dover and replaced by Wall.

Gillette Retains Top 
Spot On Tax List 


The Gillette Toiletries Co., one 
of Andover’s newest industries, 
remained its top taxpayer, ac- 
cording to a list compiled by the 
board of assessors. 

For 1970, the building in the 
Lowell Junction Industrial area, 
was assessed for $6,961,000 and 
paid taxes of $320,206. 

In a report submitted by As- 
sessor William H. Russell to Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin, it 
was reported that the total as- 
sessed value of property for 1970 
was $188,499,500 an increase in 
total assessed value of real ex- 
tate of $12,943,500 over 1969. 

The personal property figures 
also increased, according to Rus- 
sell, by $649,400 to a 1970 total 
of $7,829,100. 

Residential property remains 
the town’s major source of tax 
revenue. In 1970, 8,060 units 
were valued at $188,499,500, rep-

In a community service project 
at South School, PA student power 
has already made a dent -- with 
sledge hammer, axe and saw -- 
while the second project, a class- 
room architecture assignment, is 
still in the drawing board and 
model stage. 

At South School, the 120 stu- 
dents of PA’s Johnson, Taylor and 
Adams dormitories (the West Quad 
South ‘‘Cluster’’), are developing 
the recreational and educational 
possibilities of the woods behind 
the elementary school.

PA Cluster spend Wednesday 
afternoons in a year-long project 
to clear underbrush, build a pine 
log obstacle course and other 
physical challenges. They plan to 
develop a natural ampitheatre and 
‘foutdoor classrooms’? with log 
seats, work out a nature trail 
with the school’s Audubonteacher, 
and generally extend the school’s 
learning and recreation potential 
into the lovely oak and pine woods.

Why isa "group of Phillips Aca- 
demy students involved inthe South 
School Woods Project? 

Andover’s boys’ boarding school 
founded in the 1770’s, is trying 
new methods to build a sense of 
community among its student body 
in the 1970’s. In a shift to de- 
centralization, each student be- 
comes a member of a neighbor- 
hood, or ‘‘cluster’’, composed of 
120 students and six or seven 
faculty families who live in ad- 
jacent buildings. The student lives 
somewhere in the same cluster 
for the upper three years of his 
experience at PA, to developcloser 
relationships than is usually pos- 
sible for boys who are shifted to 
different buildings and house- 


master relationships each year, 
As_ students become seniors in 
their cluster, they share some of 
the housemaster’s responsibility 
for the welfare of younger students, 

Among the cluster activities 
which build the sense of com- 
munity, are community service 
projects. 

Athletic, social and educational 
cluster activities, help to builda 
sense of community, but commun- 
ity service projects seem to have 
a special potential, for this, and 
satisfy the normal young person’s 
desire to spend some time doing 
something that counts, a tangible 
and worthwhile achievement.

The proposed amendment to the 
Constitution amends the existing 
constitutional provisions which 
direct the division of the Common= 
wealth into 240 representative 
districts and 40 senatorial 
districts, It provides for a census 
of the inhabitants of each city and 
town in the Commonwealth in the 
year 1971 and in every tenth year 
thereafter, The census in 1971 is 
to be the basis for determining the 
representative and senatorial dis- 
tricts for the ten-year period be- 
ginning January 1, 1975, Each 
subsequent census shall be the 
basis for determining the districts 
for each ten-year period beginning 
the fourth January following each 
census, so that the census in 1981 
will determine the districts as of 
January, 1985, etc.

senatorial districts, each of which 
shall elect one Senator, shall be 
formed without uniting two counties 
or parts of two or more counties, 
unless the same is unavoidable, 

Each representative shall be an 
inhabitant of the district for which 
he is chosen at least one year im- 
mediately preceding his election, 
and each senator shall be an in- 
habitant of the district for which

The Week 
For Pumpkins 


This is the week we shop for 
pumpkins, for what would Hallo- 
we’en be without a jack-o’-lantern? 
The native crop is an excellent 
one, according to the Mass. Dept. 
of Agriculture, and produce count- 
ers and roadside stands can sup- 


ply whatever size and shape you 
want, 


_ No fall get-together, moreover, 
is complete without a pumpkin pie, 
for which probably the best is 
the small sugar pumpkin. This 
1s a round, slightly ribbed fruit 
about seven inches in diameter, 
with a bright orange skin. It 
is also good for carving faces, 
and for decoration. The flesh 
is sweet and fine-grained. 

The best face pumpkin is the 
one actually called ‘‘jack-o’- 
lantern’, bright orange, medium- 
sized, round to elongated in shape. 


The huge pumpkins that catch 
your eye as you ride out to the 
country are field pumpkins. These 
pinkish-orange monsters have 
flesh three to four inches thick 
that makes excellent custard- 
pie filling, and obviously must be 
bought in chunks; average weight 
of the entire fruit is a staggering 
100 lbs. or more, with a girth 
up to six feet. Carving a face 
from one of these would be a 
career in itself, 


The pumpkin is a species of 
gourd, Its origin is unknown, The 
early settlers reported first seeing 
it in cultivation by the Indians 
of Nantucket. This was the small, 
warted pumpkin from which our 
common field pumpkin developed, 

Three hundred years ago, the 
settlers made pumpkin pie by 
cutting a hole in the side, filling 
the cavity with apples and spices, 
and baking the whole thing! Won- 
der how it would work today? 
Might be worth trying

Stamps T 
Be Available 


Five Christmas postage stamps 
being issued this year will be 
available in precanceled form 
throughout New England, Post- 
master General Winton M, Blount 
announced he, 


One sheet of. ps; featuring 
or oe Christmas toys, will 
com ate the joy and happiness 
of Christmas. Another sheet, one 
— of the mare underscores 

significance meaning of 
Christmas. 

The colorful array of 6¢ stamps 
for use on Yule mail will be avail- 
able starting Nov. 6, one day after 
the first day ceremonies are held 
at the National Gallery of Art, 
Washington, D. C, 

Because New England postal 
customers were so cooperative in 
banding their mail in ‘‘local’’ and 
‘out of town’? packets last year, 
it was decided to make the 1970 
Christmas stamps available in 
precanceled form throughout the 
area. 

Use of precanceled stamps 
speeds the mail by eliminating one 
whole phase of processing. 

The precanceled form of the 
Christmas stamps also will be 
available in 68 selected cities 
outside New England. 

The names of the cities will not 
be overprinted, as was done last 
year. 

The four stamps - eachpicturing 
a toy of yesteryear - depict charm- 
ing bits of Americana which are 
swiftly becoming prized col- 
lectors’ items and museum pieces. 

The fifth reproduces ‘‘The 
Nativity’? by Lorenzo Lotto, 16th 
Century Italian painter. This paint- 
ing hangs in the National Gallery 
of Art. 

The stamps were printed by 
gravure at the Gilford Press, Gil- 
ford, Conn., which was. leased by 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing and was manned by bureau per- 
sonnel. This was necessitated by 
delayed delivery of the bureau’s 
gravure press. 

The four 19th Century toys 
stamps were painted and designed 
by Stevan Dohanos, chairman of 
the Citizens’ StampAdvisory Com- 
mittee. He calls them ‘‘toys in the 
attic.” 

One is atin and cast iron loco- 
motive, which was adapted from 
artwork by Charles Hemming in 
the ‘‘Index of American Design,” 
a collection at the National Gallery 
of Art. 

The three additional designs - 
a horse, a doll carriage and a 
mechanical tricycle - are from 
‘*The Golden Age of Toys,” by 
Fondin and Remise. 

Red, yellow, blue and black are 
combined to produce the stamps, 
which are horizontal. 

The precancel is achieved by 
two curving lines. 

“The Nativity’ by Lorenzo 
Lotto (¢ 1480 - 1556) is converted 
into a vertical stamp that was 
designed by Howard C. Mildner, 
of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. Lotto was one of the 
most productive painters of his 
time and is numbered among the 
masters of the Renaissance. 

The stamp shows Joseph and 
Mary kneeling outside the 
manger, peering down at theC hrist 
Child, 

Brownish tones dominate the 
stamp, which will be printed from 
red, blue, yellow and_ black 
cylinders. Vertical left in blue is 
“U.S, 6 cents Christmas.” Across 
the bottom, also in blue, is 
‘*National Gallery of Art. Lotto.” 
Two fine precancel lines in black 
are applied horizontally. 

The print order is for 875 mil- 
lion Nativity stamps. A similar 
number of the quartet stamps will 
be printed. Approximately half 
of each will be precanceled. 


Requests for specific stamps 
will be honoréd by the U. S, Postal 
Service. Collectors desiring first 
day cancellations may send ad- 
dressed envelopes, together with 
remittance to cover the cost of 
the stamps to be affixed, to the 
Postmaster, Washington, D. C. 
20013. A close-fitting enclosure 
of postal card thickness should 
be placed in each envelope and the 
flap either turned in or sealed. 
The envelope to the Postmaster 
should be endorsed ‘‘First Day 
Covers 6-cent Christmas Stamp.” 
Cover requests should be post- 
marked no later than November 5.

A special feature of the Teen 
Table at the Ballard Vale United

These belts are woven on an 
Inkle loom copied from an old 
Scottish design, The work inkle 
meant fireside or hearthside, 
which is where these looms were 
used on long winter evenings. One 
unusual feature of these looms is 
that the belt has a warp pattern -- 
only the colors of the warp in- 
fluence the design, Therefore the 
designs are somewhat limited.

Arnold Itz of 6 Twinbrook Circle, 
will demonstrate this loom as both 
young ladies are familiar withthis 
craft and helped make the belts,

School Building Timetable Sisterhood 


The school administration laid 
out a time schedule for the new 
school ‘construction necessary 
from 1970 - 1980, and got school 
committee endorsement for the 
principle of ‘‘buying space with 
portable wallis’’ instead of spec- 
ialized construction that dedicates 


a room or area forever to one 


use. 

Why? | It’s the cheapest way 
to buy well-built space, andallows 
flexibility of later use. He got 
no argument from the committee. 

The superintendent submitted a 
construction time schedule to de- 
velop a secondary educational park 
for grades 7 - 12 at the Shaw- 
Sheen Road site, and an alternate 
plan calling for construction of a 
2,500 pupil middle school by 1977. 
Both plans call for a high school 
addition by 1975, and both eventual- 
ly phase out East Jr. High. 

The secondary educational park 
pian, preferred by the administra- 
tion, calls for completion of the 
High School Addition by 1975, in- 
cluding space for 800 - 1,000 ad- 
ditional students and a swimming 
pool for joint town - school use. 
1977 completion of a core facility 
to serve as both a public school 
and full community resource cen- 
ter, and 1980 completion of a 
facility to house East Jr. High 
students plus 1,000 additional sec- 
Ondary students 
-. Supt. Dr. Kenneth Seifert asked 
the press to clarify for the public 
the distinction between a one-site 
educational park for all schools, 
a concept which the citizen’s site 
concept committee studied andre- 
jected this past year, and an ed- 
ucational park for secondary stu- 
dents; which Seifert said is 
exactly what the site concept com- 
mittee’s report recom he 
has received phone calls indicating 
that some townspeople thought the 
administration was recommending 
the idea which the site committee 
had rejected. 

The public school - community 
core facility drew most of the in- 
terest and discussion, with Com- 
mitteewoman Mrs. Cole pushing 
to put the swimming pool into the 
facility and Members Dr. Daniel 
‘Frishman and Frank Hill trying 
to take a Student Activity Center 
out of it. 

The administration’s plan calls 
for an auditorium which can be 
sectionalized off for smaller 
groups but would house 2,000 - 
2,500 at capacity. A media center

William King snorted that in an 
educational complex for 5,000 kids 
it isn’t frills to dedicate some 
spot for them to get together 
between activities, and Chairman 
Dr. Richard Katz pointed out that 
for either school or community 
use, there should be some sort of 
facility where people can go and 
sit down, and some sort of feeding 
facility. Teacher Gerald Lake, 
the member representing the An- 
dover Education Association, later 
pointed out that such a facility 
could serve a very educational 
use in providing for the kind of 
informal discussions by which a 
good deal of education, and school 
business is carried on, as well 
as relaxation. 

As for the swimming pool, ad- 
ministration and committee mem- 
bers agree that it is aneducational 
and recreational essential for the 
town. Mrs. Cole gave way to 
Principal Philip Wormwood’s 
argument that including it in the 
high school addition plans would 
give it to the town earlier, and 
would position it more functional- 
ly, with its locker rooms also 
available to gym users. And be- 
sides, Frishman pointed out, no 
matter where it’s located, the pool, 
like all school facilities, is com- 
pletely available to the community. 

member John Wooten ap- 
peared mystified that school con- 
struction didn’t stay ahead of the 
school population increase. ‘Why 
don’t you build schools that will 
be big enough for more years 
ahead?” School committee mem- 
bers laughed, said it was a good 
question, but pointed out that com- 
munities could never be persuaded 
to buy space that wasn’t going to 
be used right away, -- and besides, 
the school population keeps in- 
creasing beyond every prediction.

To Hold 
Drug Culture 


Workshop 


A workshop for parents inunder- 
standing and dealing with the Drug 
Culture and other relevant social 
problems will be held at the 
Christian Formation Center, River 
Road, Andover, Mass. for three 
consecutive Mondays, Nov. 2, 9, 
and 16 at 8 p.m, This workshop 
is designed to provide an oppor- 
tunity for parents to explore the 
drug culture and to examine other 
relevant social problems in today’s 
society. ; 

During the workshop sessions 
participants will address them- 
selves as they would in parent 
to parent, and parent to child 
relationships, through role play- 
ing. This is done non-profes- 
sionally, acting out the various 
situations now causing reason for 
concern. Parents place them- 
selves in the present day roles 
of their children, who term them- 
selves for the most part misunder- 
stood, unfairly treated, too re- 
stricted and in some cases too 
freely granted any and every re- 
quest by parents too complacent 
to refuse, or parents whose in- 
difference often causes a child 
to feel unwanted. 

The workshop is intended for 
the purpose of creating better 
understanding and knowledge of 
what it is like to be confronted 
with problems that appear to be 
unique. The workshop is geared 
to honest communication and aimed 
to give better insights into the 
problems of those confronted with 
what appears as unbreakable and 
unsurmountable barriers.

Control 


Robert A. Podesta, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce for Ec- 
onomic Development, today an- 
nounced approval of $99,981 grant 
to help plan pollution abatement 
and economic growth of the Mer- 
rimack River Basin in New Hamp- 
shire and Massachusetts, 

The Lowell Technological Insti- 
tute Research Foundation (Mass- 
achusetts) is the applicant for 
the funds from the Economic De- 
velopment Administration, U.S, 
Department of Commerce. 

The project involves prepara- 
tion of a comprehensive long- 
range plan to improve the quality 
of water in the river without caus- 
ing major industrial dislocations, 

Podesta said the study, which 
will be conducted under the super- 
vision of the Federal Water Qual- 
ity Administration, will include: 

The development of a monitor- 
ing system on river quality and 
waste-treatment plant operations. 

An analysis of the waste-dis- 
posal problems of communities in 
the Merrimack River Basin. 

A review of coordinated actions 
by other communities in oper- 
ating waste-treatment facilities, 

The study is expected to help 
Lowell and other communities in 
the basin reduce the costs of meet- 
ing newly established State stream 
standards, : 

The Merrimack River Basinex- 
tends from the White Mountains of 
New Hampshire into central and 
northeastern Massachusetts, The 
principal tributaries of the Mer- 
rimack River drain a_ 5,010- 
square-mile area. Population cen- 
ters in the basin are Concord, 
Manchester and Nashua, New 
Hampshire; and Lowell, Andover, 
Methuen, Lawrence, Haverhill, 
Fitchburg and Leominister, Mass. 

Lowell Technological Institute 
will provide $9,998 to meet the 
$109,979 total cost of the study 
announced today. 

In addition to helping prevent 
dislocation of existing industry, 
Institute officials say the river 
basin planning program will help 
make the area attractive to firms 
seeking locations for new plants. 

Podesta said, ‘‘EDA will con- 
tinue to work with Lowell Techni- 
cal Institute to help assure that 
this project brings the maximum 
benefit to the people of the Mer- 


rimack River Basin.’’

For Governor 


This year Massachusetts voters have the opportunity to 
elect a team for the office of governor and lieutenant 
governor, 


The most capable combination, we believe, is formed by 
Governor Sargent and his running mate Donald Dwight.

After each playing, the saxo- 
phone should be turned bottom 
side up so that the water runs 
out of the bell. The outside of 
the instrument should be wipe 
with a soft lintless cloth to 
move fingermarks, thus prése 
ing the finish. The mouthpiece, 
like the clarinet’ s should be washed 
in warm water (not hot). After 
each playing the mouthpiece should 
be swabbed with a cloth, small 
enough to fit through. Donotforce 
or pull cloth through quickly. The 
key bearings (where the keys pivot) 
should be oiled frequently withkey 
oil which ¢an be purchased in a 
music store. The reeds should 
be kept in a protective reedguard 
case when not in use. Do not 
leave the mouthpiece on the neck 
of the saxophone. This will 
squeeze the cork so that turning 
becomes impossible unless the 
neck is recorked, A light coat 
of vaseline will lubricate joints 
which fit too snugly. When pads 
are worn or ruptured they should 
be replaced by a repair man. 

Do not try to repair your own 
instrument. (any instrument) Take 
it to your teacher, music store 
or repair shop when it is not 
working properly. 

The inside of wooden and metal 
clarinets should be swabbed after 
each use. A small piece of chamois 
with a string attached to a corner 
of it and a weight on the other end 
of the string is best. Mouth- 
pieces should be kept clean by 
washing with warm water and soap 
(never hot water). They should 
be dried with a soft clothafter use. 
Never force a swab through them 
or pull a swab through rapidly. 
Reeds should be kept on glass 
with rubber bands, or in a reed- 
guard case when not. in use. The 
key mechanism should be kept 
clean, and bearings shouldbe oiled 
with key oil when they seem dry. 
If pads are worn or ruptured they 
should be replaced by a repair 
man, 

Rub a small amount of cork 
grease into the corks frequently 
and clean the corks with a cloth 
moistened with rubbing alcohol 
regularly.
